Farm Data Changes

Jim m y Carter and President Ford 
are going into virtual seclusion in San 
Francisco as they prepare to argue 
foreign affairs in the second round of 
an election year debate triple header. 
Both candidates planned to keep low 
profiles today as they prepared for 
Wednesday night’s debate, but Carter 
took a few parting swings at Ford for 
his handling of the Earl Butz affair. 
Blitz resigned as Ford’s agriculture 
secretary Monday under heavy fire 
from both Republicans and Democrats 
who expressed outrage after Butz was 
quoted as describing in obscene and 
derogatory term s what he said were 
the sexual, sartorial and bathroom 
preferences of blacks. 
But Butz, who has been campaigning 
for Ford along with other members of 
the Cabinet, said he does not plan to 
vanish from the campaign trail. In his

“continue to work tirelessly” for Ford. 
Officials of the Ford election cam ­ 
paign say they aren’t sure how Butz 
will fit into the campaign in its final 
weeks, but one Ford campaign source 
said, “ I think you may hear a good 
deal from him .”

Carter was on his way to San 
Francisco when word reached him 
that Butz had quit, and he said, “ The 
way this whole embarrassing 
and 
disgusting episode was handled by 
President Ford shows a continuation of 
lack of leadership.” 
The Democratic nominee added: 
“Instead of making his decision based 
on what was right and best for the 
country, he very carefully waited until 
he assessed public opinion polls to see 
what was right politically, and when 
the political pressure got so great on 
him from his own people, then he 
finally accepted Earl Blitz’s resigna­ 
tion. I think he should have done so 
immediately.”

Reich, Director of the 
Ohio Department of liquor Control, 
has announced that the department 
has rejected the 1976 renewals of 15 
permits because of extensive police 
objections. 
The renewals were rejected last 
Friday, October I, the day after the 
1975 permits expired. 
Perm its rejected included, in Cir­

Ja ck ’s Tavern, 105 Walnut Street. 
In a statement released following the 
rejections, Reich listed the following 
reasons for not granting the renewal to 
Ja ck ’s Tavern: 
1. The Circleville Police Depart­ 
ment, having the primary respon­ 
sibility for the enforcement of Chap­ 
ters 4301. and 4303. of the Revised Code 
of Ohio, and for the maintenence of law 
and order in the community, objects to 
the approval of the renewal on the 
ground that the premises have been 
operated in 
a manner which has 
predjudiced the maintenence of public 
decency, sobriety, peace and good 
order. The permit premises constitute 
a burden on the maintenence of said 
public decency, sobriety, and good 
order. 
The Circleville Police Department 
has been required to make an un­ 
necessarily large number of reponses 
to the permit premises due to the 
frequent disturbances occurring there. 
These disturbances include numerous 
fights, vandalism, assaults, indecent 
exposure, and disorderly conduct. On 
one occasion, the police arrived to find 
an individual who had been stabbed 
and was bleeding heavily, but the 
officers received little cooperation in 
investigating the incident. Because the

More than 200 homes in Pickaway 
County

thanks to a dual goal program offered 
by the Pickaway County Community 
Action Agency (PICCA). 
About $20,000 has been allocated by 
the Federal Energy Administration 
to PICCA for a home winterization 
program that will cut down individual 
utility bills and save energy at the 
sam e time. 
Locally, that doubles the sum of 
money allocated last year - money that 
was used to winterize 26 homes this 
sum mer. Across the nation, last year’s 
allotment 
of 
$2 
million 
for 
the 
program s has grown to $65 million. 
The 
w interization 
p rogram 
is 
designed to help low income families 
“ stretch” their funds over the winter 
heating season. It began two weeks 
ago, according to PICCA director Sam 
Dettra, with the purchase of supplies 
including 500 bags of attic-type in­ 
sulation and a blower to shoot the 
insulation in place. 
Ten homes have been winterized 
under current funds, Dettra said, with 
workers hopeful that 200 more can be 
completed before the therm om eter 
drops. 
Tom Smith is supervisor of the 
winterization crew. Workers are Terry 
Quincel, a CETA employe, and Lester 
Russell, hired under the Ohio F a rm ­ 
e r’s Union Green Thumb program. 


Attics at qualifying homes receive 
4 ^ inches of foam insulation. 
The men also caulk windows and 
door fram es, apply weatherstripping 
m aterial, and install Plexiglas storm 
windows where necessary. 
The service is free to low-income 
homeowners who qualify, according to 
Dettra. Material only (not to exceed 
$25) is available to low income families 
who rent their homes. 
The program is monitored by a 
special advisory council composed of 
representatives of utility companies 
and interest groups. That group makes 
policy and sets guidelines. 
PICCA m ay spend up to $150 to 
winterize a home without approval, 
but needs consent of the council to 
spend more than that figure. For 
repairs over $300, Dettra must get 
approval 
from 
the 
Chicago 
headquarters of the Community Action 
agency. 
Persons who feel they qualify and 
are 
in need 
of 
the 
winterization 
program should call PICCA for an 
inspection. There are currently about 
30 homes waiting to be winterized, a 
process that takes about a day to 
complete.

Stock Speculators Unlucky Lovers? 


MEXICO CITY (AP) - Hundreds of 
young Americans soon will be released 
from Mexican jails as the result of 
initiatives taken by President Luis 
Echeverria to further prison reforms 
his administration set in motion six 
years ago. 


Just two days before American 
prisoners went on a hunger strike last 
month, Echeverria announced he had 
sent legislation to the Mexican 
Congress which 
would give 
drug 
violators the right of parole and would 
amend the constitution to make it 
possible to sign prisoner exchange 
agreements with other countries. 


The hunger strike 
fizzled 
as 
prisoners began counting the days 
until they would be eligible for parole. 
An estimated IOO out of 572 jailed

Americans quit eating for 36 hours, but 
strike organizers called an end to the 
protest after praising the Mexican 
government and accusing the U.S.

The prisoners were elated at the 
prospect of early release from their 
jail terms, which average about six 
years. Their hopes have risen even 
more since U.S. and Mexican ne­ 
gotiators met after the strike and 
announced they had set November as a 
target date for reaching agreement on 
a draft treaty. 
The treaty would allow Mexicans in 
American jails, about 2,000 of them, 
and Americans in Mexican prisons, to 
serve their sentences in their home 
countries. 
Americans have been winding up in 
Mexican jails ever since Operation 
Intercept, a U.S.-financed campaign 
against the smuggling of drugs into the 
United States, began in 1969. Many of 
the Americans were arrested at the 
Mexico City airport and charged with 
possessing cocaine as they arrived 
from 
Colombia 
or other 
South 
American countries. 


They have complained repeatedly of 
alleged torture, forced confessions and 
other civil rights violations when they 
were 
arrested. 
The 
U.S. 
State 
Department said an investigation after 
a 1974 hunger strike confirmed 250 
prisoner complaints. 
Dr. Sergio Garcia Ramirez, under 
secretary of government and head of 
the federal prison system, appears to 
be the force behind the reforms, which 
include a major prison construction 
program. 
He is an international prison reform 
advocate and is one of the 15 members 
of a United Nations committee of 
experts on prevention of crime and 
treatment of delinquents. 
Garcia Ramirez said in a recent 
interview that Mexico has invested 
$104 million in new facilities since 
Echeverria took office in 1970. 
“ Mexico’s reform measures are 
based on the concept that what is 
accomplished through imprisonment 
is in no way the exercise of vengeance 
— an idea which would be archaic to­ 
day — nor is it the pure and simple 
detention of delinquents. Rather it is 
the concept of social rehabilitation,” 
he said. 


SAN DIEGO (AP) — Don’t envy 
your buddy for making a killing in the 
stock market — he’s probably unlucky 
in love. 
The very qualities that make a stock 
speculator successful often work 
against him in developing a close 
relationship with a woman, according 
to Dr. Sandra Levy Ceren, a clinical 
psychologist who studied stock market 
winners and losers in a series of tests 
at 
United 
States 
International 
University. 
Successful speculators, says Dr. 
Ceren, often exhibit ‘tremendous self­ 
involvement, so much so that 
it 
precludes them getting close to 
someone else.” 
Dr. 
Ceren 
explains 
that 
the 
predominant 
characteristic of the 
stock market whiz is selfconfidence. 
This, she adds, allows them to be able 
to take greater risks because they 
have such self-confidence in their 
ability to make successful decisions. 
They act very quickly — they don’t 
have to hem and haw over whether to 
sell a stock.” 
Losing speculators, Dr. Ceren found, 
tend to, .be more conventional, in­ 
secure, impulsive, easily discouraged 
and less self-disciplined than winners. 
In addition, they often exhibit what the 
psychologist 
found to be an 
un­ 
conscious but powerful need to lose. 
Dr. Ceren devised a series of tests 
using 30 pennies per person as a way of 
keeping score. Those who guessed 
right 
on 
the 
movements 
of 
an 
im aginary trio of 
stocks 
were 
rewarded with pennies. Those whose 
guesses were wrong lost some of their 
pennies. 
While most of the participants in the 
tests were quite wealthy, those who 
proved to hie successful speculators 
held onto their pennies even after the 
tests were over, Dr. Ceren says. The 
nonsuccessful 
speculators 
returned 
them . 
One 
man, 
a 
64-year-old 
millionaire, even wound up crawling 
around under a park bench looking for 
two or three of his pennies that he had 
dropped. Another “ winner” asked Dr. 
Ceren to frame his pennies for him. 
She also cites the case histories of

NEW YORK (AP) — R k uming from 
their summer vacations. Americans 
have been accosted with such an array 
of troubling economic news that they 
cannot be blamed should they turn 
around and head right back. 
Lest that enticing but economically 
depressing option be exercised, 
perhaps we should look at a few of the 
brighter aspects of our economy and 
see if we can draw encouragement 
from them. 
First of all, there’s that astonishing 
news from the Office of Management 
and the Budget that the federal deficit 
in the July-September quarter is likely 
to be $5 billion to $8 billion lower than 
the 820 billion officially estimated. 
This type of news is rare at any time, 
but coming in the midst of in­ 
ternational monetary problems and 
the Ford strike and the fear of rising 
prices and worry about capital spend­ 
ing, it is an event to be savored. 
We 
can 
also 
find 
some 
en­ 
couragement simply by looking at the 
other side of the coin. 
In housing, for example, we tend to 
overlook the remarkable activity that 
has been occurring all year long in the 
existing home market. True, the new 
home market has been rather weak, 
but that’s not the entire story. 


When people buy existing homes 
they do not simply move in and settle 
down. They fix them up, and when they 
do that they often help fix up a neigh­ 
borhood too. 
Moreover, they put people to work. 
This has been a big year for home 


improvements. Houses everywhere 
have been upgraded, some of it by the 
do-it-yourself method, but a good deal 
by methods that kept otherwise idle 
builders at work. 
We can view the job figures trom 
another angle too. There are more 
Americans at work now than ever 
before in history, even though the 
jobless rate refuses to come down. 
People are finding work. New jobs are 
being created. 
This isn’t to say that the employment 
situation isn’t serious, a matter for 
great concern. It is to say that the job- 
making apparatus hasn’t broken down 
altogether, that it is still functioning. 
There is a bit of hope to be distilled 
also from the way prices have acted. 
Remember when inflation was 12 per 
cent and everyone thought it would 
continue rising, as it did in some 
European countries? 
The inflation rate now is onehalf 
that. This isn’t good by any means, 
because a 6 per cent rate continued for 
a dozen years reduces a dollar to a 
penny, but it should be recognized as 
quite an improvement. 
So there are some things to shout 
about. The trouble is that people aren’t 
shouting. They hold to some of the bad 
memories and they put their money in 
the bank and they hold to a wait-and- 
see attitude. 
And that itself, economists tell us, is 
sometimes enough to bring on the very 
conditions we seek to avoid, a self- 
fulfilling prophecy, a fear that causes 
people to stumble into the situation 
they are running from.

most people feel at ease with. "They 
trust me," she says, "because they 
know I’m after nothing but what this 
assembly is all about.

Speaking Of Your Health

I am amazed at the poor posture that 
so many of my students have in high 
school. They slump and crouch. I can’t 
believe that this does not affect their 
health in adult life. 
Miss D. W., Ore. 
Dear Miss W.; 
The posture of an adult reflects the 
posture that has been acquired or been 
taught as a child or an adolescent. 
I am sure that the present vogue for 
slouching will eventually affect adult 
posture and general attractiveness. 
The Department of Education of the 
American Medical Association has 
outlined an excellent set of rules for 
better posture. You can contribute 
immeasurably to your students if some 
of these suggestions are followed. 
While standing: 
1) Keep feet slightly apart, weight 
balanced on both feet and toes straight 
ahead. 
• 
2) Keep knees straight and relaxed. 
3) Hips tucked in, abdomen flat, 


chest slightly up and forward. 
4) Neck and head balanced over the 
body, chin in. 
While walking : 
1) Comfortable, well-fitted shoes. 
2) Feet parallel and close together as 
you step, with toes straight ahead. 
3) Control the length of the step for 
an even, rhythmic stride. 
4) Swing arms loosely and easily. 
While sitting: 
1) Thighs should be supported by the 
chair as far as the curve of the knee. 
2) Feet should be kept flat on the 
floor. 
3) Back should be supported by the 
chair back, the body kept straight 
from the hips to the neck. 
While working: 
Stand close to the object, draw it to 
the center of gravity and lift it with the 
strong muscles of the legs 
and 
shoulders. 
Good posture can be acquired with 
proper direction and training.

State Campaign Group Ready, Waits For Carter 


The Cleveland Clinic explosion on 
May 15,1929, resulted in the deaths of 
124 persons.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — Jimmy 
Carter’s Ohio campaign organization 
is alive, well and waiting for the 
Democratic presidential candidate to 
visit the state again and generate some 
enthusiasm. 
“ I ’m disappointed that they haven’t 
been here more,” admits Carter’s Ohio 
campaign manager, Daniel Horgan. 
Democratic 
Vice 
Presidential 
candidate Walter Mondale has made 
several trips to Ohio, including the 
whistlestop train tour. But Carter got 
off the train in Pittsburgh and has been 
in the state only once since the general 
election campaign got under way. 
Horgan hopes to see Carter per­ 
sonally spreading his populist gospel in 
Ohio at least four times before Nov. 2. 
Meanwhile, the campaign or­ 
ganization is quietly organizing, 
pinpointing Democratic strongholds 
and identifying marginal areas that 
might be won over to the Carter camp. 
“ The real priority is to find out 
where the votes are,” says Horgan, an 
outspoken refugee from New Jersey’s 
Democratic political wars. “ The 


biggest thing a local organization does 
is identify the vote.” 
The Carter game plan for Ohio is 
obvious: concentrate on the four major 
metropolitan areas and hope the 
candidate holds his primary strength 
in eastern and southeastern Ohio. 
A lopsided victory in northeastern 
Ohio is particularly critical, so much 
so that a recent press release an­ 
nouncing a regional coordinator there 
began: “ Dennis Tapsak is in the hot 
seat, and he knows it.” 
Tapsak, a 25-year-old Kansas native, 
is then quoted as saying, “ We will be 
working hard 
to 
bring 
out 
the 
Democratic support here . . .” The key 
phrase is “ bring out.” 
Most political analysts believe a 
major factor in the upset defeat of 
former Gov. John J. Gilligan two years 
ago was the failure of many north­ 
eastern Ohio Democrats to go to the 
polls. 
Horgan has organized Ohio into nine 
regions, with campaign offices in most 
major cities. The sprawling north­ 
eastern megalopolis is divided into two 


regions, Tapsak’s operation in Akron 
and a headquarters in Cleveland. 
Carter’s total paid Ohio staff stood at 
54 in late September, including about a 
dozen out-of-staters. Horgan said the 
group could swell to 70 by election day, 
but he noted that some staffers 
received as little as $50 a month. 
Despite the numbers, the Carter 
operation thus far has been relatively 
low profile, at least to the casual ob­ 
server. 
“ I ’ve gotten a million complaints 
about nothing is happening,” Horgan 
agrees when asked about the cam­ 
paign’s visibility. 
One reason is the absence of the 
usual flood of campaign literature, 
bumper stickers and buttons. Horgan 
places a low priority on such items, but 
they will be forthcoming shortly nev­ 
ertheless. 
The Ohio budget is not public at the 
direction 
of 
Carter’s 
national 
headquarters staff in Atlanta, but it is 
believed to be around $180,000, mostly 
for salaries, travel expenses and tele­ 
phones. 


Some early campaign kinks have 
been ironed out, Horgan claims, 
recalling a run-in with one of Carter’s 
national advance men when the 
candidate was in Cleveland Sept. 8. 
“ They wouldn’t pin me,” he says, a 
reference to the small lapel buttons

Ohio, with 25 electoral college votes, 
the sixth largest bloc in the country, is 
obviously of extreme importance to 
both Democrats and Republicans. 


John F. Kennedy and Franklin 
Roosevelt won election in 1960 and 1944 
respectively without carrying the 
state, but no Republican has ever 
captured the presidency without 
taking Ohio. 
“ They say they’ve got to win Ohio,” 
Horgan says. “ If they’ve got to win it, 
then we’ve got to win it.”

By LOUISE COOK 
Associated Press Writer 
President Ford and Democratic 
rival Jim m y Carter turn from 
domestic to foreign issues in Wed­ 
nesday night s debate, with questions 
expected to cover everything from 
military spending to U.S. policy in the 
Middle East. 
If the second of the three planned 
confrontations 
between 
the 
presidential candidates goes anything 
like the first, Ford and Carter will 
range over some familiar territory. 
Here is a guide to what they have 
said on some of the major foreign 
policy and defense issues: 
ASIA 
Ford has said, “ We will seek to move 
forward in the Pacific ... on relations 
with the People’s Republic of China. 
Obviously, we will want to strengthen 
our relationships, which are very good, 
with the Japanese.” He declined to 
speculate on a date for the normali­ 
zation of relations with China. Carter 
says he does not envision a rapid 
normalization of relations with China 
although that would be an ultimate 
goal. 
Before 
agreeing to 
nor­ 
malization, “I would want to have an 
assurance in some way ... that there 
would not be a military attack on 
Taiwan and that the Taiwanese people 
would be relatively independent...” 
DEFENSE SPENDING 
Ford has said he suDmuieu a 
“ record peacetime defense budget 
request of $112.7 billion” to enable the 
United States to improve the strength 
and readiness of the armed forces 
“ while trimming off all the fat that we 
can/’ He said, “ I am very proud of the 
fact that I sent to the Congress in the 
last two years the two largest defense 
budgets in the history of the United 
States.” (Congress approved a $100.7 
billion defense budget for fiscal 1977.) 
Carter has said that “ without en­ 
dangering the defense of our nation or 
our commitments to our allies, we can 
reduce present defense expenditures 
by $5 billion to $7 billion annually.” He 
says the cuts can be made by 
“ management-improvement efforts.” 
Ford says anyone who advocates 
budget cuts of the size Carter is pro­ 
posing “ does not know what he is 
talking about." 
DETENTE 
Ford has discontinued use of the 
word detente. “ I don’t use the word 
detente any more,” he said. “ I think 
what we ought to say is that the United 
States will meet with the superpowers, 
the Soviet Union and with China and 
others, and seek to relax tensions so 
that we can continue a policy of peace 
through strength.” Carter says: “ I 
would continue the effort to be friendly 
with Russia ... (but) I would be a much 
tougher negotiator ... ” He says, “ The 
relationship of detente is one of both 
cooperation and competition ... The 
benefits of detente must accrue to both 
sides.” Carter also adds: “ As we sell 
the Russians things that they must 
have — food in their drought years, 
electronics 
equipment, 
heavy 
machinery — we ought to get a quid 
pro quo from the Soviets.” 
KISSINGER 
Carter said early in his campaign for 
the nomination, “ I don’t intend to 
retain any cabinet members. The first 
one I would fire would be (Agriculture 
Secretary Earl) Butz and not far 
behind would be (Secretary of State 
Henry) Kissinger.” He has said he 
would not avoid a strong secretary of 
state, but adds: “ I would be the 


spokesman for this country.” Ford, 
asked if he would request that 
Kissinger stay on, said: “ If you have a 
ballplayer on your team who has a 
good batting average, you don’t put 
him on the sidelines.” 
PANAMA CANAL 
Ford supports continuing 
ne­ 
gotiations with Panama, adding: “ We 
are talking about a treaty with an 
extended duration ... We are going to 
insist, during the period of that treaty, 
that we have the right to operate, to 
maintain and defend it.” After the 
treaty expired, “there would have to 
be an absolute insistence that there 
would be the right of free access by all 
parties to the utilization of the canal.” 
Carter has said: “ I would not be in 
favor of relinquishing actual control 
(of the Panama Canal) or its use to any 
other nation ... I would certainly be 
willing to renegotiate the payment 
terms on the Canal” and “ would be 
glad to yield part of the sovereignty 
over the Panama Canal Zone to 
Panama.” 
MIDDLE EAST 
Ford has sought to promote 
negotiations among all parties in the 
Middle East, providing military and 
economic aid to Israel and to moderate 
and conservative Arab states. “ We 
will try to keep the momentum going in 
the Middle East,” he says. His most 
recent budget called for a $500 million 
cut in military aid to Israel in fiscal 
1977. Carter says, “ We must strive to 
maintain good relations with the Arab 
countries as well as Israel.” He would 
not support sending U.S. troops to the 
Middle East but would let it be known 
“that our backing for Israel in 
economic and military aid is ab­ 
solute.” 
SALT TALKS 
Ford has said, “ I believe that in our 
attempt to ease tensions between the 
Soviet Union and the United States, we 
have achieved a two-way street.” He 
signed a treaty providing limits on 
underground nuclear explosions and 
for reciprocal inspection by Soviet and 
American scientists of each nation’s 
testing sites. Ford says the ad­ 
ministration is “ keeping the pressure 
on in the negotiations with the Soviets” 
in an effort to reach a new agreement 
on strategic arms limitations to 
replace the pact expiring next 
October. Carter says the United States 
“ should have been much more 
aggressive when we attended the 
Helsinki conference” which led to the 
existing SALT accords. He says 
agreements to date “ have succeeded 
largely in changing the buildup in 
strategic arms from a ‘quantitative’ to 
a ‘qualitative’ arms race.” 
TROOP STRENGTH 
Ford has said that the United States 
“ is the single most powerful nation on 
earth — indeed in all history — and 
we’re going to keep it that way.” He 
also has said, “ We cannot lay down our 
arms in the simple hope that others 
will follow our lead.” Carter says: 
“ We still have too many military bases 
and troops overseas...” He has urged 
reduction of U.S. troops in Thailand 
and the Philippines and a phased-out 
U.S. withdrawal from South Korea. At 
one point Carter urged a gradual 
reduction of troop commitments to 
NATO territory in Europe. He said 
more recently, however: “ I would 
intend to maintain our present level of 
troop deployment in Europe for the 
foreseeable future.” He said that in the 
event of an agreement with the Soviet 
Union to reduce atomic weapons, “ I 


would even be willing to increase 
ground forces or conventional forces if 
that was what it took to give us equiva­ 
lent strength.” 
WEAPONS 
Ford supports development of the 
Trident submarine and the Bl 
strategic bomber. With Ford’s ap­ 
proval, Defense Secretary Donald 
Rumsfeld asked Congress in May to 
increase Navy shipbuilding funds by 
$914 million, to $7.3 billion. Carter 


opposes production of the Bl, but 
would continue research on it. He 
supports the Trident. He says, “ Our 
ultimate goal should be the reduction 
of nuclear weapons in all nations to 
zero.” He has proposed a five-year 
U.S.-Soviet treaty to ban all nuclear 
testing, for peaceful as well as 
weapons purposes. Meanwhile, he 
says, “ I do favor the continuation of 
our three delivery systems for atomic 
weapons until we can negotiate some 


over-all reduction of weapons with the 
Soviet Union. We are inferior to the 
Soviets in our land-based inter­ 
continental missiles — greatly in­ 
ferior. We have a rough equivalency at 
sea and we are strongly superior in 
manned bombers. I think in general we 
have what is called rough equivalency. 
I certainly want to maintain that ... but 
I think a reassessment of our strategic 
deployment of nonnuclear weapons 
and delivery systems is needed now.”

Americans Leaving 
Panama Canal Zone 


PANAMA CANAL ZONE (A P) - 
Americans working for the Panama 
Canal Zone Co. are leaving their jobs 
in record numbers because of the 
likelihood that Panama will be taking 
an increasing part in running the 553- 
square-mile zone. 
“ The situation is deteriorating to 
complete apathy,” said Frank Bright, 
33, who was bom here but has quit his 
job to return to the United States. “ Ev­ 
eryone is just sitting around waiting 
for the ax to fall. Ifs kind of sickening, 
but I don’t want to be the last guy to 
leave the Canal Zone, either. 
“ I just don’t see any challenge and 
growth any more. Ifs a 
gypsy 
existence — not knowing what’s going 
to happen to you from one day to the 
next. I was in the States not long ago 
and things look pretty good in private 
industry there.” 
Washington and Panama have been 
negotiating a new treaty for the U.S.- 
controlled Panama Canal Zone for 
about IO years. The current round of 
talks has been stalled for four months 
but is expected to get under way again 
shortly, after the November election if 
President Ford wins and after Jan. I if 
Democrat Jimmy Carter wins. 
Panamanian 
Foreign 
Minister 
Aquilino Boyd said in an interview 
with The Associated Press that 
agreement is lacking in only two major 
areas — when Panama would take 
complete control of the zone and how 
much of its land and waters would be 
ceded to Panama immediately. 
Panama wants full control of the 
zone by the end of the century. Until 
then, the Panama Canal Co. would 
turn 
an 
increasing number 
of 
American-held 
jobs 
over 
to 
Panamanians under a new treaty. 
The company, which has about 3,800 
American employes, is owned and 
operated by 
the 
U.S. 
Defense 
Department. It is responsible for 
actual operation of the canal, while the 
Canal Zone Government takes care of 


such things 
as 
police 
and 
fire 
protection, schools and hospital ser­ 
vices. The governor of the Canal Zone, 
U.S. Army Maj. Gen. H.R. Parfitt, is 
also president of the company. 


American employes are worried 
they may be out of jobs soon. Many of 
them are using their vacations to go 
back to the United States to look for 
jobs, according to a high-level com­ 
pany official. 


Resignations of American employes 
of the Canal Zone this year — 224 — are 
up 50 per cent over the average for 
1973-75, according to figures from the 
zone’s personnel department. 


Some of the Americans here say 
there is a growing resentment of 
Americans among Panamanians. 
“ The atmosphere has changed,” 
said Morton Goodman of the Canal 
Zone public relations department “ I 
don’t think ifs a healthy atmosphere 
for bringing up kids any more. They 
see these anti-American slogans and 
murals downtown.”

Ohio's Canal System 
Fell To Progress 


By THE ASSOCIATED PRESS 
The transportation system that 
literally pushed Ohio out of the pioneer 
era into the modem world began with 
the Old National Road, progressing 
through canals and steamboats to the 
railroad, with 
perhaps the canal 
period the most colorful. 
The canal*system. completed in 1847. 
reached the peak of its importance in 
1851, but the decline was rapid, like 
the Erie Canal, and the one which led 
around Niagara Falls. Ohio waterways 
soon proved to be too small. New 
means of travel were making rapid 
headway. Just as the wagon drivers 
had battled against the building of 
canals, the canal men were fighting to 
prevent improvement of highways and 
to keep railroads out of the state. 
Now. since the loser of this battle 
was obvious, few traces of the canal 
network are still to be seen in Ohio. For 


instance, in Middletown. Hamilton and 
Cincinnati, fine boulevards follow the 
route of the Miami and Erie; part of 
the bed became a Cincinnati subway. 
Maumee Road in Lucas County and a 
highway in 
Nelsonville. 
Athens 
County, also lead where boats once 
plied. 
Not much water remains between 
the canal banks in any part of the 
state, but until 1940, near Spencerville 
in Allen County, the state still collected 
canal money, since the water turned a 
mill wheel. Near Defiance, short 
sections of the Miami and Erie have 
been rebuilt to preserve a lock for its 
historic value, and at Massillon a park 
has been made by reconstructing part 
of the Ohio Canal. 
Other communities have used the 
canal for historic reconstructions,

to require the production of information. 


4. That RUCAG must reimburse a utility for reasonable accounting and check-off expenses 
for collecting membership fees, although reimbursement of expenses may be deferred 
until one year after the first election and installation of trustees. 


5. For RU'CAG to be run by a board of trustees and for the qualification, election, campaign 
procedures, duties, and terms of office of such board. It also provides for an initial board 
of trustees to represent consumers and for the operation of such board until the first 
election. 


6. For filling vacancies on RUCAG’s board of trustees; for all meetings, reports, financial 
data, and studies of RU’CAG to be open to the public; and for removal of any member of 
the board by petition of the members of RUCAG who voted from his district in the last 
election. 
, 


7. That board members will be bonded and are entitled to reimbursement for necessary 
expenses in the performance of their duties. Complaints which are non-frivolous shall be 
forwarded to the appropriate regulatory agency which must keep RU’CAG informed of 
actions taken. RUCAG’s membership list must be available to members for use con­ 
sistent with the objectives of RU'CAG described in this amendment. 


8. Penalties for violation of any prov ision of the amendment.

3. For publication and public review of the adequacy and accuracy of emergency medical 
aid and evacuation plans for all communities affected by nuclear power plants and 
related facilities in the state. 


4. Procedures for an injured party to recover damages in addition to any other remedy, 
including Workmen’s Compensation, which are caused by the existence or operation of 
any nuclear power plant or related facility. Defendants in any such suit are to be held 
strictly liable without proof of negligence. Acts which cause such damages shall be 
deemed ultrahazardous activities. 


5. For judicial review and decision for non-compliance with provisions of the proposed 
amendment upon petition by the Attorney General or any citizen.

COLUMBUS — Demolition of ap­ 
proximately 30 buildings plus several 
barns and sheds to make room for new 
construction is planned by the Ohio 
Department of Mental Health and 
Mental Retardation as it continues to 
modernize and renovate its 27 in­ 
stitutions. 
The department has requested the 
Division of Public Works in the 
Department of Administrative Ser­ 
vices to seek bids on the demolition 
work. 
Eight of the departm ent's 27 
facilities are involved in the demolition 
projects. The buildings are all con­ 
sidered beyond economical repair, 
have become safety hazards to 
residents of the facilities and are not 
presently in use except for some which 
are used only for storage purposes, 
according to Vance Allton, manager of 
facilities 
developm ent 
for 
the 
department. 
The biggest project will be at the 
Toledo Mental Health Center where 19 
cottages, an old powerhouse and in­ 
dustrial 
building, 
the 
old 
ad­ 
ministration building and auditorium 
all will be razed. 
Many of the buildings are original 
ones, some dating back as far as 1888, 
Allton said. Most of them have wooden 
frames, floors and even ceilings and 
are on the perimeter of the Toledo 
campus center. 


Their demolition will serve to open 
up the campus to provide more room 
for patients who are able to get out-of- 
doors. That they are not in use is 
evidenced by the fact that the Toledo 
Center’s present population is 750 
compared with 2,500 in 1965. 


The projects will also help the 
facilities meet standards of the Joint 
Commission on A ccreditations of 
Hospitals.

Ohio Senate Report I Probe KSU 


By OAKLEY C. COLLINS 
17th District Senator 


Several new laws went into effect the 
last two weeks. Most received final 
legislative approval early in June, and 
became law 90 days after signing by 
the Governor. 
SB 157 establishes standards for 
consumer protection in pre-paid en­ 
tertainm ent contracts such as dance or 
m artial arts lessons, social referral 
(computer dating) services, or health 
spa membership. 
The new law provides that such 
contracts must be in writing, signed by 
both the buyer and seller, and the 
buyer must receive a copy of the 
contract. 
Pre-paid entertainment contracts 
cannot exceed three years in duration, 
and services must begin no later than 
180 days after the contract is signed. 
The limit on payment due before 
services begin is $50 or IO per cent of 
the contract, whichever is less. 
If the contract is for over $200, or 
more than one year in duration, the 
buyer can cancel the contract up to 
three business days after services 
begin or up to seven business days 
after the contract is signed, whichever 
comes first. 
In this case, the seller must notify 
the buyer of his right to cancel. Written 
notice of cancellation is dated when 
postmarked or hand delivered. 
The law also provides for can­ 
cellation with a pro rata refund if the 
buyer dies, is injured so as to be able to 
use the services contracted for, moves 
more than 25 miles away, or if the 
seller moves the place of service more 
than 25 miles away. The buyer must 
give written notice for cancellation in 
these circumstances. 
All information (photos, physical 
data, test scores, ect.) given the seller 
persuant to the contract must be 
returned to the buyer within 30 days 
after the contract expires. 
Failure to comply with this law is a 
deceptive 
sales 
act 
(a 
minor 
misdemeanor) under Ohio’s Conumer 
Sales Practices Act. Buyers may sue 
for the refund due, plus damages and 
attorney's fees. 
A nother 
new 
law 
(SB 
414) 
discourages 
“ glue 
sniffing’’ 
by 
requiring a noxious additive in harm ­ 
ful intoxicants. The additive makes the 
potential abuser sick so he can’t inhale 
enough harmful vapor to cause per­ 
manent damage. 
The sta te Board of P harm acy 
determines which materials can be 
classified as “harmful intoxicants” 
and whether they require a noxious 
additive. 
SB 414 also prohibits dispensing 
harmful intoxicants (except gasoline) 
to a minor without written parental 
approval when there is reason to 
believe it will be abused. The law does 
not apply to substances sold for in­ 
dustrial use. 
HB 82 establishes a state system for 
reparations to crime victims. It works 
on the theory that it is society’s 
obligation to protect citizens from 


crime and should compensate them for 
economic loss from crime when it fails 
to do so. 
The bill entitles crime victims and 
their dependents to sue the state for up 
to $50,000, minus collateral income 
coming from the crime (insurance, 
worker’s compensation, etc.). 
Claims are awarded through the 
state Court of Claims for medical or 
burial expenses, hospitalization, lost 
income, and other reasonable services 
the victim might have provided his 
family. 
Awards come from a reparations 
rotary fund established from a $3 fine 
on all convictions in Ohio other than 
non-moving traffic violations. This is 
expected to yield about $3.8 million per 
year for the rotary fund. 
Also eligible for compensation are 
persons (and their dependents) in­ 
jured or killed in trying to stop a crime 
or apprehend a criminal. 
A new law (HB 707) giving the state 
and county welfare departments the 
right of subrogation may aid Ohio’s 
financially troubled welfare system. 
Subrogation means when the welfare 
department pays medical bills for a 
person with other insurance, the 
welfare department then has a right to 
collect directly from the insurance 
company. 
Previously, many insurers said, 
“the claim is already paid, so we won’t 
pay the claim,” resulting in legal 
expenses and delay for w elfare 
departments. 
Experience in other states show this 
approach cuts costs of welfare ad­ 
ministration and more than pays for 
its own costs through a higher claim 
recovery rate. It also speeds payments 
to businesses and hospitals who ser­ 
vice welfare recipients. 
Campaign dirty tricks are the target 
of HB 804, which went into effect this 
week. 
Ohio’s new unfair campaign prac­ 
tices act prohibits placing a spy in an 
opponent’s campaign 
organization; 
misrepresentation of a candidate’s 
background, medical history, or voting 
record; and printing or circulation of 
campaign information known to be 
false. 
Com plaints of unfair cam paign 
activities are filed with the Ohio 
Elections Commission. Violation of 
this law is a first degree misdemeanor. 
HB. 1195 allows Boards of Education 
to provide paid assault leave for school 
employees injured during the course of 
board employment. 
Present law permits school em­ 
ployees up to 15 paid days sick leave 
per year personal illness, injury, 
pregnancy, etc. Assault leave does not 
count against allowable sick leave.

H.B. 1217 defines 
uniform duties to disabled persons.

Faces Need 
For New Job 


OLYMPIA, Wash. (AP) - Gov. Dan 
Evans is worried about two things 
when he leaves office in January after 
12 years in the governor’s mansion — 
getting a job and buying a house. 
“I have to go to work right away to 
support my family,” said the nation’s 
senior Republican governor. “There 
will be no sabbatical for us." 
Evans, 51, has not owned a house 
since shortly after being elected in 1964 
to the first of an unprecedented three 
consecutive terms. 
“It’s going to be frightening to go out 
and buy a house of our own," he ad­ 
m its. “ Other people have been 
building up an inflation-created equity 
in their homes for years, and they can 
turn that in on any new home they buy. 
“The home we sold in Seattle sold 
recently for two and a half times what 
we sold it for.” 
Evans was a 39-year-old engineer 
with a wife and two sons, Danny, 3, and 
Mark, I, when he sold his Seattle home 
and moved into the governor’s man­ 
sion. Danny is now 15, Mark is 13 and 
there is a third son, Bruce, IO, who was 
bom while Evans was governor. 
Evans said recently he expects to 
wind up in an administrative job, 
possibly at a college or university. But 
there’s just one catch for prospective 
employers. 
“I don’t want to leave the state. I’ve 
had some good offers, but I’ve had to 
tell the companies I would accept them 
only after they moved their corporate 
headquarters 
to 
the 
state 
of 
Washington,” he said. 
As for credentials, Evans said, “I’ve 
got the benefit of spending 12 years 
running a state, a $3-billion cor­ 
poration.” 
His salary was $32,500 a year until 18 
months ago, when it rose to $44,000. 
Despite reimbursements for travel 
and an allowance for keeping up the 
mansion, Evans says “a governor 
seldom breaks even.”

Flu Vaccination 
W ork Continues 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The U.S. 
citrus fruit harvest was I per cent 
larger in volume for the 1975-76 season 
but 7 per cent greater in dollar value, 
the Agriculture Department reports. 
Production records were set for 
oranges, 
grapefruits, 
tangelos, 
tangerines and temples, with the over­ 
all harvest of 14.8 million tons also a 
new high mark, the Crop Reporting 
Board said. 
Tile value of the crop was set at 
almost $1.05 billion — meaning higher 
prices for both growers and con­ 
sumers. USDA has predicted a slump 
in the farm prices because of the huge 
supply last season, another large crop 
expected for 1976-77 and foreign 
competition. 
The weekly Foreign Agriculture 
magazine noted Monday that Brazil, 
for example, a booming citrus 
producer, exports more than three 
times the orange juice concentrate 
shipped out by the United States. TTiis 
country is its fourth largest market. 
In the United States last season, the 


orange crop was 2 per cent greater 
than the season before. P>rocessors 
used 81 per cent of the fruit, compared 
to 54 per cent of the 2.9 million tons of 
grapefruit and 38 per cent of the 677,000 
tons of lemons. 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - Health 
workers in Ohio have started swine flu 
innoculations and are preparing for an 
expected increase through this 
weekend. 
Dr. Thomas Halpin, chief of the state 
health department’s communicable 
disease division, said 1.1 million doses 
of the flu vaccine were shipped to 
nearly ell counties Monday. 
But in Hamilton County, Cincinnati 
delayed its program because of a 
shortage of the vaccine, Halpin said. 
Shots had been scheduled to start by 
Sept. 17 but were delayed until drug 
m anufacturers were assured of 
liability protection. 


State's Bow Season
